Brooks Farmers and E Business 
Men Investigate Sugar Beets 


The Brooks Bulletin gives the 
following account of the trip to 
the Sugar Beet territory and sugar 
refinery at Raymond. 

Last Tuesday morning, six cars 
carried Messrs McIntosh, F Sheld 
rake, Mortenson, Colbeas, R Baird. 
$ Ramer, Macadam, Lynd, Cuth- 
bert, J Eshom, M Purcell, J Pulsil- 
oski, G Fraser and son, T Athey. 
W Foley, R Crabb, Pete Larson, 
F Patriquin, J Ledene, A M Peter- 
son and Ye Editor down to Taber, 
Barnwell and Raymond to see what 
beet fields looked like, how beets 
are handled and sugar made. 

These men represented the dist 
ricts of Duchess, Brooks, Rainier. 
Scandia, Millicent, Flat and Tilley. 

Leaving about 10 a.m. they ar 
rived in Taber about 1 p.m., where 
a stop was made for lunch. After 
lunch, Mr Sundal, manager of the 
local Irrigation System, took the 
party out to see Mr Valgardson 
and his beet fields. Mr Valgardson 
has the largest acreage in the dis- 
trict. Just at the start some of the 
crowd got lost and landed in a beet 
field out side of town, where they 
proceeded to swamp a farmer with 
questions. When coralled, they 
came back to Valgardson’s and 
were shown beet lifters at work

James Saunders who has been 
lll for the past two weeks passed 
away on Saturday evening. 

Mr Saunders was born in the 
Isle of Wight and came to Canada 
over 20 years ago, settling at first 
in the Cardston district. Later he 
moved to Strathmore where he 
conducted a harness business, un- 
til a little over a year ago when 
he disposed of it to L Tornblad 
since which time he has been 
mainly engaged in paper hanging 
aud painting. 

He served several terms on the 
Town Council where he was a 
most useful and conscientious wor- 
ker. 

For many years he has been an 
active member of the Strathmore 
Brass Band and later continued 
with the Elks band. 

Mr Saunders had a great amount 
of community pride and was ever 
ready at no little sacrifice to him 
self to do.anything that would 
benefit the town. 

In church affairs he was a mem- 
ber of St Michael’s church, and 
also a member of the choir of that 
church. 

He was a man of very strong 
convictions and was often misun- 
derstood, but to those who knew 
him best he was always known as| 
“Honest Jim Saunders” and his 
demise at the age of almost 67 | 
years is very sincerely regretied.

son. The beets @Pe lirted by a 
plow costing approximately $105. 
This and a cultivator are all the 


machinery a farmer need buy. The 
beet wagons are a side dump flat 
box, easily constructed and oper- 
ated. The beets are weighed and 
dumped at the loaders in much the 
same manner that grain is hand 
led. The beets are loaded directly 
into the cars and shipped to Ray- 
mond where they are stored on an 
immense especially constructed 
dump. 

The majoricy of farmers visited 
figured yields at from 12 to 16 
tons per acre. The Field Crop Sup- | 
erintendant firgured an average, 
for all beet districts af about 10.5 
tons but this cannot He set until 
all the beets are dug. These farm- 
ers figure that they have a good 
thing with beets at $7.00 per ton 
and that money can be made at 
$6.00 per ton. The growing of beets 
certainly seems to have cleared up 
the weed problem on farms visited 
and yields have increased steadily 
since beet growing started. Mr An- |

There seems little trouble with 
labor, though many laborers are 
required. Trucks were noticed by 
their absence. All hauling seemed 
to be done by five horse outfits. 
Short hauls and loose ground ip 
the fields would appear to be the 
reason for this.

The plant was cutting 1100 tons 
of beets a day. They had in stor

Until the 
storm stopped operations, 30 cars 
a day had been coming in from 
the Taber-Barnwell district alone. 
lt is figured the factory will run 
well over a hundred days this 
year. They employ nearly 300 peo 
‘ple, mostly local, during the run 
and pay from 39 and a quarter 
cents to 45 cents per hour on an 
hour day, anad carry about 50 em 
ployees permanently. A large chem 
{cal laboratory in connection with 
the plant keeps continual check on 
the product being manufactured.
